He Will Introduce a Bill To Legalize 
‘the Cruel Sport in Georgia—Bla- 
lock Committee Bill $1,800." 
News of Interest at 
the Capitol. 


The house of representatives resolved it- 
self into a thankful mood at the hour of 
9:30 o’clock yesterday and decided to take 
@ day off to celebrate the day on which 
the whole nation was rejoicing. Somehow 
the Georgia legislature is noted for the 
fiinty nature of its head, and the announce- 
ment that the house had determined to ig- 
nore the national Thanksgiving created no 
surprise. There were many angry members 
who were boiling at the refusal of the 
house to adjourn. Many of them deter- 
mined to observe the day regardless of 
the action of the house, and these staid 
away from the capitol all day. 

But it cannot be gaid that it was entirely 
to the credit of the good sense of the house 
that Thanksgiving day was observed by 
the lower body of the general assembly. 
The mere fact that there were not enough 
members present to carry on business made 
it impossible to remain in session, but the 
members took the credit for the adjourn- 
ment. When the roll was called the clerk 
announced that there was no quorum pres- 
ent. 

Mr. Longley, of Troup, moved that the 
house adjourn until Friday morning. Be- 
fore the vote was taken on this motion 
several members tried to debate the mo- 
tion, which was against the rules of the 
house. The memberg were bulli-headed and 
persisted in talking. They wanted Mr. 
Longley’s motion voted down, They thought 
the house should stay there and work 
regardiess of the fact that there was no 
legal number present. 

Couldn’t Transact Business. 

Mr. Charters, of Lumpkin, supplemented 
Mr. Longley’s motion by making one of his 
own to the same effect, saying that it was 
impossible to transact the public business. 
The anti-Thanksg.ving members said that 
this was no reason the house should stup 
work. Some one asked the speaker what 
he could do to secure a quorum and Speak- 
er Jenkins said that he could send out and 
arrest a few of the absentees and bring 
them in. This tickled the rural members, 


and they decided to stick out for a session. | 


But the majority wanted to adjourn. When 
the first vote was taken the faction that 
d.dn’t want to be thankful called for a di- 
vision. This was allowed and on the sec- 
ond vote 53 voted for adjournment and 16 
voted to remain in session. 

Some of the members were exceeding 
wroth at the action of the house in refus- 
ing to adjourn on Wednesday afternoon, 
and then on Thursday morning, when it 
was too late for them to go home to their 
families, to decide to adjourn. The mem- 
bers adjourned to their hotels and board- 
ing houses to eat Thanksgiving turkey. 
Some of them went to the circus in the 
afternoon and some went to the bicycie 
races. Very few of the statesmen were 
in town yesterday afternoon. 

Douson’s Insurance Bill Today. 

Today will be one of the liveliest in the 
house. The Dodson insurance b.}i is set 
for special order this morning and when 
it is taken up there will be a hard fought 
battle in the house. This was set for Tues- 
day, but on account of the illness of Mr. 
Felder, who is interested in if, the Dill 
was displaced and made the special order 
for this morning, displacing Mr. Felder’s 
bill which was special order for today. 

The Dodson bill is one that has created 
a sensation in insurance circles all over 
the country. It was introduced by Speaker 
Pro Tem. Dodson, of Sumter county. It 
provides for the full and complete protec- 
tion of all policy holders; in fact, the in- 
surance men say that the protection is so 
sure that the policy holders wili do noth- 
ing but carry on a game of fraud and 
thievery at the expense of the insurance 


The bill provides that at the death of 
any man who holds an insurance policy 
where the payment of the policy is contest- 
ed by the insurance company the company 
must pay to the estate of the dead policy 
holder every. cent of premiums that said 
policy holder has paid into the insurance 
company, and the company must also 
pay an interest of 7 per cent on the pre- 
miums from the time that they were paid 
into the company. This premium money 
must be paid back to the estate of the 
dead policy holder, whether or not the 
insurance company wins the contested case. 
If the company wins the case, it simply is 
freed from the payment of the policy, but 
must pay back all money paid in by the 
policy holder. If the company loses the 
contest the principal of the policy must be 
paid. The bill provides that these pre- 
miums must be paid back by the company 
before a payment is contested. 


Hot Fight in Prospect. 


When Mr. Dodson’s bill came up before. 


the general judiciary committee it precipi- 
tated a hot skirmish between the friends 
of the measure and the insurance people. 
The representatives of every prominent in- 
surance company in the city were present 
at the committee hearing and they had an 
able attorney to defend them against the 
bill. The insurance people claimed that the 
bill would foster fraud; that it would not 
protect the policy holder, but would place 
the insurance companies at the mercy of 
unscrupulous rascals, who woukl take ad- 
vantage of the b.ll to openly defraud the 
insurance people. 


It was claimed that the insurance com-. 


panies were now too often the victims of 
fraud, and that it was too easy for a man 
to insure his life and then commit suicide. 
They said that under the provisions of the 
bill a man with consumption or Bright's 
disease, or other deadly and fatal maladies, 
might misrepresent his condition, deceive 
the examining physician and have his 
life insured; then in a few months die 
and cost the insurance companies large 
amounts of insurance money. Even if the 


ceeded in proving that the deari 


gardiess of the risk. Then the company 
would not only lose this but would lose the 
7 per cent interest on the premiums, The 
Insurance people claim that if the fraud 
Was to be discovered before the death of 
the policy holder there would be no pro- 
tection for the company, for the rasca) who 
had attempted to defraud would get all 
his money back with a larger rate of in- 
terest than could be gained in any other 
Investment, and the fraud would have 
nothing to lose and everything to gain. 

Mr. Dodson will warmly champion his 
bill. He believes that the holders of in- 
surance policies should be given a better 
protection. The bill will bring on a warm 
fight in the house and it is difficult to say 
which side will win. 


Democrats Go in Today. 

The first business before the house this 
morning will be to swear in Messrs. James 
Stapleton and J. H. Polhill, the democrata 
who have won in the long contested place 
for representatives from Jefferson county. 
These two democrats will be seated this 
morning and will at once assume the duties 
of legislators. The two populists who have 
been sitting, but who have been unseated, 
will not be in the house again, but will be 
paid off today and allowed to depart. They 
Will be paid up until today and will only 
lose about twenty days of the two years’ 
term. The contest has gone on so long that 
the populists got about all out of the jobs 
that could be secured, and they cannot com- 
Plain now that the democrats will come in 
for a share of the per diem. 

The two incoming members will be paid 
their per diem for the full two years, just 
as if they had been sitting as members and 
had attended every session. The two retir- 
ing populists were regarded as good men 
in the house, and aside from their political 
views were quite popular. Messrs. Polhill 
and Stapleton are said to have a number 
of bills to introduce. They will probably 
introduce one touching upon the matter of 
election contests. 


Convicts Again. 

Hon. Hewlitt Hall arrived in Atlanta yes- 
terday from Alabama, where he has been 
Studying the convict question. The great 
penitentiary reformer has come back with 
the determination to push his original bill 
through the house. He is more than ever 
convinced that his bill embraces the most 
practicable ideas for the golution of the 
Question that is now puzzling the entire 
Siate. Mr. Hall will pitch into the thickest 
of the fight with renewed energy. 

At present there is no prospect of a set- 
tlement of the maze of matters that are 
before the house regarding the convict ques- 
tion, The one great trouble that faces the 
house is that there are a number of mem- 
bers who- have embodied their individual 
ideas into bills and they will not consider 
any other ideas than their own. This will 
necessitate a war and a clash of ideas, all 
widely different. There is little hope of 
the convict question being settled at the 
regular session. 

Bull Fights in Georgia. 

Undaunted by the defeat of his bill to 
legalize prize fighting in Georgia, Uncle Joe 
Mansfield, the jolly and good-natured mem- 
ber from Mcintosh county, will introduce 
a bill to allow bull fights in Georgia. Un- 
cle Joe is by nature a lover of true sports, 
He likes eyviting sport, such as is furnish- 
ed in wild combats between bull and man, 
or man and man, and he wants these thrill- 
ing amusements in Georgia. Since the first 
of this legislative session Uncle Joe has 
been trying to have passed his bill to le- 
galize prize fighting in this state. He has 
made several eloquent speeches in favor 
of his measure, and has madé a great fight 
for its passage. The general judiciary com- 
mittee made an unfavorable report on the 
bill, but Mr. Mansfield made a motio@ to 
disagree to this report, which motion was 
tabled. 

New Uncle Joe’s friends are whispering 
around that he will offer a bill to legalize 
bull fights. He says that this will be a 
great commercial benefit to the state; that 
bulls which now sell for $5 for beef will, 
if trained for fighting pfrposes, bring $25, 
making a clear gain of $20 a head for the 
bulls of Georgia. Uncle Joe says this will 
bless south Georgia more than any other 
section. Mr. Mansfield said that his prize 
fight bill would bring millions of dollars to 
Georgia, and bring a revival of prosperity; 
that cotton would go up to 10 cents and 
other products take an upward tendency. 
It is understood that Hon. Bill Clifton, ser- 
retary of the state, is interested in the bull 
fight bill. 

Secretary Wilson’s Speech. 

There is a marked difference of opinion 
as to what position Hon. James Wilson, 
United States secretary of agriculture, will 
take on the wuniversity question in his 
speech before the general assembly Mon- 
day. The anti-university element are cer- 
tain that the secretary will take side with 
them, and that he will take the position 
that Georgia is not properly using the 
land serip funds. Some of the enemies of 
the university have intimated that Mr. Wi'- 
son will say that the fund will be taken 
from the state if not put into a practicat 
agricultural school. The noted agricul- 
turist speaks before the general assembly 
on Monday at 11 o’clock. Dr. J. lL. M. 
Curry will address the legislature at the 
same time. 

The Blalock committee will present a bill 
to the state of just $1,800 for its services in 
the recent investigation.

PALMER DECLINES 
THE DUAL ROLE 


Cemmissioner Says He Will Not Serve 
on the Special Committes. 


WILL NOT RESIGN, EITHER 


Says He Is Serving the County in Op- 
posing the Courthouse Deal. 


HE THINKS THE TAX RATE ($ TOO HIGH 


The Commsioner Says That He Is Sin- 
cere in His Position and Is Ready 


for the Fray. 


Commissioner H. E. W. Palmer, appoint- 
ed to serve upon a committee to aid in 
the defense of the bill which he, as an at- 
torney, has brought against the city and 
county opposing the courthouse deal, has 
declined to serve on the committee. 

His determination not to serve the board 
in this capacity was made known to Chair- 
man Forrest Adair yesterday morning when 
Commissioner Palmer received the official 
notice of his appointment to the commit- 
tee. 

The committee was appointed Wednesday 
afternoon at a special session of the board 
of commissioners which was called for the 
purpose of making arrangements for the 
defense of the suit in which the county is 
now a party and in which it is vitally in- 
terested. 

The discussion in the board which fol- 
lowed the selection of the committee was 
exceedingly warm and exciting and tie de- 
tails of the session were pubiished exclu- 
Sively in yesterday's Constitution. Com- 
missioner Palmer was not present at the 
meeting, as he was engaged in a court 
proceeding which required his presence just 
at the time the mecting was being held. He 
had not been informed of the board’s ac- 
tion until late in the afternoon and he was 
too busy at that time to consider the mat- 
ter or to make any statement for pubiica- 
tion. Karly yesterday morning, however, 
me received the notice of his appointment 
and he then immediateiy sent a noite to 
Chairman Adair, deciining to serve on the 
committee.

He told of the 
br.ght side of Scott Thornton’s life and 
put into the keeping of the past that por- 
tion which told of a vain ambition and of 
days of trouble and blighted hopes. 

After the simple ceremon.-es and the 
tribute by Rev. Motley, the casket contain-~ 
ing the remains was placed in the hearse 
and the funeral cortege moved to Oak- 
land cemetery, where, with brief exercises, 
they were laid to rest. 

There was no pallbearers, s-nce the fam- 
ily did not know who were Scott’s west 
friends and who he would have desired to 
act in this capacity.

PAVORS POOLING 


He Says Allow It, but Let the Commission 
Fix the Rates, 


GROWTH OF RAILWAY SYSTEMS 


They Are Consolidating More and 
More and It Will Continue.

BETTER PERHAPS THAT IS $0 
But There Should Be Governmental 
Control of the Rates Which They 
Charge the Public. 


n= ne ee 
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Ta a recent address, Chairman Martin A. 
Knapp. of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, came out strongly an an advocate 
of pooling by the railroads, with the pro- 
vision that the commission should have the 
power to make such changes in rates as 
might be deemed necessary in the interest 
of the public. Mr. Knapp argued that Yrail- 
road rates ought to be uniform. Trusts 
@re contrary to public interests because 
they fix the price of property. We do not 
want uniformity of price in the products of 
and skill, he said, but we do want 
uniformity in the charges for transporta- 
tion, which are in the nature of a tax. 

If railroads compete they will discrimi- 
nate. This cannot be prevented, says the 
commissioner, so long as there is competi- 
tion. In buying and selling actual proper- 
ty, the buyer should be free to go into any 
market and secure whatever benefit there 
may be from competition. But in trans- 
portation charges, he holds that there 
should not be this liberty on the part of the 
railroads to give one man one rate and an- 
other a different rate. The relations be- 
tween the railroads and their patrons are 
in the mature of public relations. There- 
fore, whatever tends to stability of charge 
by railway carriers, is, on the whole, to be 
promoted. Mr. Knapp stated that there 
cannot be fair and free competition in 
trace unless the transportation charges 
are uniform. 

It is not the duty of the interstate com- 
merce commission to run down and pun- 
ish railroad officials for rate cutting. Any 
redress by means of civil action is mani- 
festly inadequate. Therefore, he would put 
violation of the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the class of misdemeanors and 
make them punishable as such. The com- 
mission has no authority to fix rates or to 
prevent discriminations. {It ts charged 
with the enforcement of the law, but its 
has none of the functions pertaining to the 
detection and punishment of delinquents, 
except such functions as may be exercised 
by any private citizen. It has no special 
means of discovering offenders nor can it 
try accused persons or inflict penaities on 
the guilty. He then says: 

“How can rate cutting be stopped? The 
most elficient and availiable remedy for this 
evil, in my judgment, is legalizing pooling. 
The carriers should be permitted and en- 
couraged 10 contract with each other for 
the movement of competitive traffic, and 
thereby have it in their power to restrain 
and control the unseemly strife which in- 
evitably results in fluctuatung rates and 
vicious discriminations. The benefits sup- 
yer to result from railroad competition 

believe to be greatly exaggerated. 1! Ose 
who uphoid the present policy apparently 
assume that the public gets the same svurt 
of advantage from competit.on between 
carriers as from competition between pro- 
ducers and dealers generally. That this is 
a mistaken and fallac.ous view, I am tul- 
ly persuaded. I do not see how any one 
can derive benefit from competition in the 
matter of his daily wants unless he is in 
@ situation to choose freely between two 
or more persons who are each able to sup- 
ply those wants. The objective value of 
compet.tion rests in the power of selection, 
and he who is debarred from choice must 
be deprived of any direct advantage from 
‘he rivalry of others. As to most of our 
wants—broadly speaking—every person in 
every place has the opportunity to choose. 
And this ttberty of selection is commonly 
enjoyed as to the ordinary needs of life, 
whether simple or complex. But in respect 
of railroad transportation only a few peo- 
ple comparatively are so situated as to 
have any ava_labie choice between carriers. 
So that, without amplifying the argument, 
the simple fact is that only a small per- 
centage of population and an exceedingly 
small fraction of territory are so located 
as to have any practical opportunity for 
selection in the matter of public carriage. 
To the great majority of people railway 
transportation is now a virtual monwupoly. 
The result is that a few commercial cen- 
ters and a few large shippers, having this 
power of choice and finding their traffic in- 
dispensable to the carriers, secure great ad- 
vantages of which the masses are deprived. 
It is entirely plain to me, therefore, that 
co-operative methods, the general discon- 
tinuance of competition in rates between 
r.val railroads, would tend strongly to re- 
move the inequalities which now exist, and 
prove a positive and substantial advantage 
to the great majority of producers and con- 
sumers. 

“If competition in rates were practically 
done away with as the result of legalized 
pooling, the carriers would be under no 
inducement to depart from the published 
tariff, every rebate would involve a need- 
less loss of revenue, the penal provisions 
of the law wouk!l presumably be violated 
Only in rare instances; nevertheless, the 
public might be without security against 
excessive or relatively just charges uniess 
government protection could be effectively 
invoked. The tendency to railway federa- 
tion is very marked, and indicates a future 
combination of carr.ers yielding such power 
as to constitute, in the estimation of many 
people, a serious menace to commercial 
freedom. That power will be deprived of 
its principal danger if the authority of 
the state can be exercised in altering, from 
time to time as may be found necessary, 
the established standard of charges. 

“The obvious weakness of the law as it 
now stands is the want of any authortiy 
on the part of the commission to require 
changes in the standard of charges, even 


' in years. 


when that standard is found upon invest}- 
gation to be unjust or Gareanonatie The 
correction of this defect is, in m judgement, 
— most important and needful egislation 
n connection with legalized ling. It is 
essential to efficient and welat regulation 
that the commission shal! have authority 
to determine in the first instance, and to 
the extent at least of a court of first in- 
Stance, whether particular rates or prac- 
tices of which complaint is made, and 
which are investigated upon notice and 
opportunity to be heard, ara or are not 
in violation of law. When such a question 
has been thus tried before that tribunal 
its decis.on should stard as a rule of con- 
duct prescribed by public authority, unless 
the courts, upon examination of the record, 
shall find therein error plainly preju- 
d-cial to the defeated party. 
“It is not proposed that the commission 
shall establish schedules by legis- 
lative methods or exercise the 
er of fixing rates 
orders. Nothing of 
vised or desired. But it is proposed, when 
a given rate is complained of in the ground 
that it is excessive or relatively unjust, 
and that complaint has been examined upon 
due notice to the carrier and full opportun- 
ity to be heard, that the judgment of the 
commission in such case shall be binding 
upon both parties to the contention, unless 
judicial review of the proceeding before 
the commission finds cause for preventing 
its enforcement. The exercise of such au- 
thority is the appropriate safeguard against 
the asserted dangers of legalized pooling. 
“Therefore, to make the law efficient and 
useful, to secure that unfformity and sta- 
bility o: fates which all right-mnided men 
so earnestiy desire, the carriers should be 
allowed to @®mbine their facilities, to the 
end that wasteful warfare between them 
may be prevented, and the economies of as- 
sociation applied to the business of public 
transportation. And, to correct any in- 
justice which might be occasioned by the 
observance Of schedule rates which are ex- 
cessive or relatively unjust, the commis- 
sion should have authority, after investi- 
gation, upon notice and full hearing, to de- 
termine what changes, if any, should be 
made in the standard of compensation; and 
that determination should be capable of 
prompt enforcement, subject to such judi- 
cial review as would protect the rights and 
interests of all parties concerned.”’

They Have Done Well Considering the 
Business Conditions. 

President H. B. Plant is on his annual 
southern tour, attending the annual meet- 
ings of his companies. Mr. Plant has large 
investments in express, railroad and steam- 
ship properties in the south. He is the 
chief owner of securities in all the com- 
panies known as Plant corporations. Some 
of his investments have been handicapped 
in one way or another by causes which 
could not be controlled by man; but he has 
held on, and by judicious management has 
built them up into handsome prope-ties. 
The Savannah, Florida and Western’s an- 
nual report showed a surplus above ex- 
penses of nearly $1,000,000. Mr. Plant rare- 
ly makes a change in his directory. He 
has associated with him in the board of 
the Savannah, Florida and Western, his 
son, M. F. Plant, Morris K. Jesup, of New 
York; H. M. Flagler, the Standard Oil 
magnate and Florida hotel owner; J. H. 
Bstill, of Savanah, eng 3B. F. Newcomer. 
Mr. R. G. Erwin was re-elected vice presi- 
dent. Mr. Erwin, formerly of Bavannah, is 
conceded to be one of the most able rail 
way lawyers and financiers in New York.

The negro who did the shooting was not 
arrested at once, and ft was only by the 
work.of Call Officer Cornet that he was 
apprehended some two hours later. 

Shortiy after 1 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon Josh Walker was on West Hunter 
street, going in the direction of the city. 
He had been drinking some,.but not as 
much as Arthur Lampkin, whom he has 
known for some time, and who was going 
out West Hunter street in the direction of 
the university. 

As the two met, Walker rked upon 
the intoxicated condition of Lambkin. The 
latter did not take this kindly and with an 
oath started.in the direction of Walker. 
Both picked up rocks and had a lively 
scrimmage. They were observed by Lamb- 
kin’s wife, however, and she succeeded in 
separating them, taking Lambkin home 
with her. 

Walker lingered in the vicinity and soon 
Lambkin came toward him again, evident- 
ly having escaped from his wife. With him 
was John Jones, and the two reopened the 
quarrel with Walker. After a few words 
Lambkin drew a pistol and fired two shots 
at his victim, missing on the first fire, but 
on the second a ball was lodged in Wal- 
ker’s thigh, after having passed through 
his overcoat.

tudes who were idle.

Those who are interested in the cotton 
production in the United States are firmly 
convinced that the dealing in futures is 
of immense injury to the cotton growers 
und that it materially affects the price. 

The local cotton men are anxious to have 
adopted resolutions similar to those passed 
at the cotton growers’ convention which 
récently convened in Galveston, Tex. The 
resolutions adopted there were very much 
opposed to gambling in cotton futures, 
and the growers laid down an emphatic 
protest against the exchange gambling. 

The convention went exhaustively into 
an investigation of the effect of the mar- 
ket gambling up on the price of the cotton 
and then reported that the futures cer- 
tainly lowered the price. One part of the 
report was as follows: 

“We find, after a careful examination of 
all the facts before us, that option deal- 
ing in future cotton is gambiing of the 
must vicious nature; withdrawing at least 
$2 per bale from circuiation during the 
deal, which in nearly every case ends by 
forwarding the option put up by the Vic- 
tim in the south with a constant tendency 
to depress our principal money crop.” 

The convention in its resolution said that 
by offering for sale fictitious cotton called 


“futures,’’ at a price uniformly less than | 


the current spot cotton market, and which 
saies of fictitious cotton forced a delivery 
of cotton at prices below the actual marke? 
price, the farmer and producer was made 
to suffer. The resolution says that the gam- 
bling destroys the legitimate market and 
leaves the cotton proauct at the mercy of 
dictated prices.

To Save Her. 


SHE IS SELF CONVICTED 


In Her Statement She Confesses to the 
Act of Incendiarism. 


HER ACT WAS NOT PREMEDITATED 


It Is Claimed That She Was Drinking 
or Under the Influence of Mor- 
phine at the Time. 


Mrs. Mary Traylor, the self-confessed in- 
cendiary, who fired the.dwelling of Mr. R. 
L. Cooney, on Capitol avenue, may be saved 
from a court trial in which. by her own 
statement, the verdict would be against 
her. 

The woman’s story, sad to the hardest 
heart, tells of her unfortunate life, her dis- 
appointments,.and her fall. She has told it 
to the detectives, then repeated it to the 
kind hearted matron of, the police station 
and at last she preparéd@ her confession for 
the press. It was her own lips that con- 
victed her of the crime and probably from 
the same source may come her salvation 
and rescue. Her story has been listened to 
by many who have beef} touched by its pa- 
thos and now. while she is in jail, seif- 
accused and self-convitted, there is a strong 
movement at work to aid her and secure in 
advance of the trial what would after- 
wards be a pardon. 

Many influential persons have interested 
themgelves in her behalf and before the 
week is out a petition may be circulated, 
asking that the indictment be nolprossed 
in view of the statement of the unfortu- 
nate creature. The jailer is interested; sv 
is Sheriff Nelms. Judge Candler does not 
want to sentence a woman to the scaffold 
or to a life term in the penitentiary uniess 
it is absolutely necessary for the protection 
of society. Others, eqhally as high in state 
and county affairs, have signified their wil- 
lingness to aid the woman and this move- 
ment, growing stronger day by day, may 
assume such proportions that it may ulti- 
mately result in the liberty of the prisoner. 

Mrs. Traylor was placed in charge of Mr. 
Cooney’s home while he and his family 
visited the exposition in Nashville. Wuile 
they were absent, she stole some jewelry 
from the house, then set fire to the builda- 
ing, but rushed back to zecure a piece of 
jewelry which she had been especially in- 
structed to carefully watch. Thuse who are 
interested in the woman’s fate say there 
was nothing malicious in her incendiarism, 
nothing willful or premeditated, for as soon 
as she saw the building afire, she gave the 
alarm and worked nobly with the’ firemen 
to extinguish the blaze. 

The law provides that where a person 
fires a dwelling in a city where there are 
persons accustomed to sleep, the pen- 
alty shall be the same as it is in murder 
cages; It is left sliscretionary with the 
court, however, whether the sentence sbul! 
be death or life imprisonment, the same 
as in capital cases where the evidence is 
circumstantial.

CLERKS’ SALARIES 
MAY BE RAISED

New Postmaster Will Make a Change 
in the Payrolls. 


CLERKS KICK ON CARRIERS 


Say There Is No Equitable Distribu- 
tion in Salaries. 


——_-— 


MAJOR SMYTH WILL ASK FOR MORE MONEY 


Duties of the Clerks Much Harder 
Than Those of Carriers—Work 
To Be Better Divided. 


Here is good news for the clerks in the 
Atlanta postoffice. 

Major: Smyth, the new postmaster, Says 
he intends to have the salaries of nearly 
all the clerks in the office raised if he can 
get congress to coincide with his views. 

This decision is the result of a mighty 
kick on the part of the mail clerks against 
the carriers. The clerks claim there is not 
an equitable distribution of salaries in the 
office and have put in their application for 
more money. From present indications 
they will get it. 

This does not mean that the carriers 
are going to be reduced. Major Smyth 
will merely ask for an increased appropria- 
tion. In this request he will enlisc the aid 
of Congressman Livingston, who w.li no 
doubt iend ail the assistance possidue. 

The carriers it seems dre having an easy 
time beside the clerks. They only work 
eight hours a day, are given fifteen days 
vacation every year, their salaries still 
continuing, and if they cannoc deliver all 
their ma.i in the eight hours, they have 
a right to return to the office and finish 
the delivery the next day. ‘Ihe salary of 
the head carrer is $1,W0 per atnum., 

On the other hand, the clerks work ten 
hours a day. If they fail to finish their 
work by that time they must rema.n at the 
office until the work is finished, no matter 
it it is until midnight. They rareiy ever 
get a vacation, wh-.ie the carriers do, and 
iheir work is conceded to be the hardest 
in the office. The saiary of the head clerks 
igs only $1,000 per annum, 

If Major Smyth succeeds in materializing 
his pians, the Salary of the head clerks 
may go to $1,200 a year, and the Others 
will be raised proportionateiye The hours 
of work may aliso be changed so as tw 
take part of the burden trom the hard- 
worked clerks. 

“Il think there should be a change,” said 
Major Smyth yesterday afternoon. ‘‘The 
carriers have by far the best part of the 
bargain. The clerks should be much bet- 
ter paid, aml if I can succeed in getting 
the annual appropriation increased, I think 
we can g.ve them better salaries. They are 
hard-working, faithful men and should be 
better rewarded for the class of work they 
do.’’
